Right Honourable, 


Our Cormmiſsioners for the Command 6f the 
- Army, having from Port{gzouth Ordered us to 
march «nto Major Brenan with ſuch Forces as 
we could raiſe, for the reforing the Parliament

whit we were at Henley, of had ſent to find out Major 
Breman that we might adde to his number what we could ; 
upon Tatell:igence that the, Forces with þim were marched to- 
wards London, ne reſolued to march nearer London, in 
order to a conjuniion with him as ſoon as we had particular 
Netice of the place of his Readezuouz nearer London : and 
1 our-marich being informed from undoubted hanas, that. 
ſme of Celorel Rewioit's Regiment of Foot were deſigzed 
fer Windſor-Caſtle, to keep the ſame againſt the Parlia- 
ment-; axd betng alſo aſſured, That Colonel Whichcort 
the preſent Gocernuur, bad rot onely joywed with theſe that 
put the late Treacherom Force upon your Honour, but alſo had 
endeaUoared to.raife Forces #1 this Coutity agairft the: Par- 
liament, and offered Commiſſions to that purpoſe unto ſe- 
werall Perſons: And upon further Intelligence, that the 
(avaleers had ſome Deſugn apon the place, in.ordev to a Con- 
junfion with ſome of thetr Alherexts tm London,and know- 
ing their Guards to be Very Weak and inſufficient for a place 
of ſo great Conſequence, we thought it our Daty, 1n order ts 
the Parliaments Service, toſecure this Caſtle with the Forces 
newmwtith Hs,, and did Summon the ſame accord;ngly : and. 
4s we were upon our March thither within two miles of this 
Place, we received further Orders. from the ſaid Commil- 
floners, to march with our Forces unto this Place, and to 
rematn here untill further Orders : and looking upon this as 
an Att of Divine Providence concurring with our Inten- 
tons, we immediately ſent two of our number to perſwade 
Colanel Wy hichcort to admit our. Horſe into this Caſtle z 
who ſubmitted 'to-our demand; and thereupon we thought 
eceſſary to draw together the Souldiers under his Commigpal 
xhileſt our Hirſe weretn the Caſtle, aud to inform the# of 
ihe vileneſſe of therr defeFion from the Parliament, and aſ- 
6/1449 thoſe that had t etrayed tlie Traft repoſed in them, - a 
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that we hoped they had doxe it I Ignorance, being 
miſ-led by their Officers ; and therefore we preſumed to aſſure 
all the Souldiers of Indempnity,if they ſhould return to their 
caue Obedience to Your Honours, and their faithfulneſſe to 
the Cauſe engaged tu , and ſnould fign'the Engagement of 
thoſe Herſe andey Major Breman(which we read unto them); 
and thereupon they guanimonſly declared, That ther Hands 
and Hearts ſhould te unto that Engagement, Yetwe have 
thanght it cur Duty to plate Guaras 14 the Calilewith ſome 
of the Horſe with w,and to give an Account of what we bave 
done, to your Howvur, and toexpeft the Parliaments Plea- 
ſure therein ;, we have no more but our moſt humble Congra- 
td ation of the Parltamepnts happy Return to the Exerciſe of 
their Traſt, and with our hearty Prayers to God to direft your 
Great Councells, we remain,
